INQUEST ON HAMLET 


THREE TALES OF HAMLET. By 


Rainer H all and Michael 
Innes. Gollanmce, London. 195°. 
pp.182. 10/6. 


These three broadcasts from 
the BBC's Third Programme 
are held together merely by 
the subject. Only one, the 
slightest, is fit for normal 
human consum ption, the 
others are distinctly high- 
brow. “The Mysterious Af- 
fair at Flsinore,” is an amus- 
ing narrative squib treating 
the Hamlet problem as one 
of detection, and arriving at 
the startling result merely by 
letting the little grey cells 
function. as is obvious, ail 
physical clues having vanish- 
ed. The result is as follows: 
the numerous deaths have all 
been brought abuut by the de- 
vilish ingenuity of Fortinbras, 
aided by his accomp/ice Ho- 
ratio It was Fortinbras who, 


who himself drowned Ophelia 
because she was expecting a 
baby by Hamlet, to whom she 
was secret!y married. It was 


Fortinbras’' object (“Let us 
look for motive first’) to 
eliminate all possible claim- 


ants to the throne. 


The two other broadcasts 
are extremely complicated 
plays, with learned and 


lengthy prefaces in the man- 
ner of Shaw. Mr. Hepper- 
stall’s effort demands more 
than superficial knowledge of 
ancient legend, nistory ana 
even language. li is set in the 
fifth century, at.d is a sort of 
play within a play. The story 
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of Hamlet is retold from pic- 


termingling with the ection al

Michael Innes’ play, “The 
Hawk and the Handsaw,.” de- 
mands less from the reader's 
learning, but a great deal from 
his intelligence and permspice- 
also mingles reality 
imagination — an ir- 
ritating device S© 
brought in by the modern dra- 
matist to aid his compliceted 
aims — and is based on the 
psycho-analytical view of the 
Hamlet problem. As the play 
is by Michael Innes, the cle- 
ver writer of detective stortes 
who is at the same time the 
brilliant Oxford scholar Mr. 
Stewart, it goes without say- 
ing that it is extremely art- 
ful and droll, if not very 
convincing. Hamlet, of course. 
has an Oedipus complex, and 
Claudius turns out to be in- 
nocent of murdering his bro- 
ther
